An inside page carried the re- 
marks of the Rev. Dr Fuller de- 
livered at the funeral, of John 
Nightingale Hinckley in Christ 
church Sunday afternoon, Mar 25.

When I was elected to the School 
committee in March 1946 there 
were 1262 pupils in the Andover 
system, At the present time we 
have 2056 pupils, and next fall 
we have an expected enrollment 
of 2300. The fall of 1952 we 
opened with an increase of 246 pu- 
pils, which was 146 more pupils 
than we anticipated, 141 of these

The largest single job performed 
by the department forces this year 
was the extension of the 16’’ cast 
iron force main from Phillips street 
to the Bancroft Road pumping sta- 
tion, This major addition to our 
water system has resulted in a 
much improved flow of water both 
to the resevoir during the hours 
when pumping is necessary, and 
from the reservoir into the distri- 
bution system when the pumps are 
idle, 

This job was started in August 
and water was tumed into the sys- 
tem for regular use on December 
Sth, 1952, Progress was not as 
rapid as was hoped for because of 
the necessity of working with ex- 
treme care around the many utility 
lines in ledge in the vicinity of 
Hidden road, and because of lin- 
itations placed on the amount of 
trench that could be opened at one 
time in the state highway section. 
llowever, it is gratifying to note 
that no damage was done by blast- 
ing and no disruption of services 
was caused by the work.
